the public, and fo r centuries co njuring 
had to it o nly a black -ide. 
The am ateu r co nju rer o f to day is no t 
alw ays a po pu lar individu al, save w ith 
children and the un.so phi» lo cated yo kel 
To the general pu blic lie is m erely a 
bo re o f g reater o r less m agnitu de, who se 
perfo rm ance is so o bvio u s as to deceive 
no o ne. 
It is hard to realize that this 
perso n is 110 m ere m u shro o m gro w th o f 
mo dern so ciety, but in po int o f fact his 
ro le is o ne o f a respectable antiqu ity, 
fo r he is to be fo und treadin g clo se tip*m 
the heels o f the m agicians and in the 
days w hen w itchcraft w as still ram p an t 
T his is significant o f his repu tatio n 
even in tho se early times, fo r had any 
o ne taken his tricks ? a io u sly he w o u ld 
do u btless have been ru n to earth and 
do ne to death as a w izard.
